Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant expressed intentions of perfecting the affidavit submitted 
under 37 CFR §1 .131 , 06/26/2003, which was found to be insufficient. Applicant also wanted clarification as to why the 
affidavit was considered insufficient. The examiner points out that the affidavit does not submit any factual evidence to 
support the allegations made in the affidavit and directs the applicant to MPEP §71 5.05 and §21 38.05 for guidance as 
to the requirements to show an actual reduction to practice. The examiner suggested several different documents, 
which if available may fill this need. These include, instruction manuals for the software, sworn statements made by 
users of the software that it performs in the manner claim, and an actual submission of the software product. Without 
knowing the content of such items the examiner cannot make any agreement that such will perfect the affidavit. Also 
discussed was the issue of a possible rejection under 35 USC §1 02(b) based upon a public use or sale of the 
invention, which was addressed in the final rejection. Applicant has expressed intentions to file a declaration by Mr. 
Becker, the professor of the course and an asserted employee of the company of which the application is assigned, 
stating that the use was experimental. The examiner has agreed to consider any and all evidence, when properly 
submitted. Applicant has expressed intentions to file an RCE . 
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
